Canal Makes Difference

The high water in Pea Ri- 
ver and other streams caused 
by Thursday night's torrential 
rain, has caused considerabli 
discussion concerning high 
waters of former years. 

When I reminded Drayden 
Smith that on at least two 
occasions since the great flood 
of March 1929, backwater from 
Pea River put several inches 
of water on the public square, 
and water overflowed the street 
between his home and Beaver 
Dam Creek, he admitted that 
the water used to get higher 
in olden days than it did this 
time.
